Survey. 

Tlio work of Burvejing tlio public 
lands of this Province cnnnoi, bo well 
delayed much longoi', — that is to say, 
the commencement of the work. It 
ie scarcely exeditable to British Col- 
- umbia admiiUBtraMon that some four- 
teen years have been allowed to pass 
without, one might almost say, a single 
Strict being Biurveyed. In the sec- 
ond year of Manitoba's existence fifty 
sury^yora were at work laying out 
^'"''h'eir'rands 'for' settlement. It is quite 
true that British Columbia has had a 
pre-emption system which enabled the 
settler to- precede the Burvcyor; but, 
whatever advantages such a system 
may have offered, it must bo admitted 
that they would Imvo been gi'eatly en- 
hanced by the location of base lines 
to serve as a Riiido to the i)ro-emptor, 
and as a means of placing sucli infor- 
mation in the Land Ollice as is indis- 
l>cnsablo to the intending settler. It 
is all very well and looks extremely 
liberal to tell the inmiigrant, on his ai- 
■rival in the Province, "The whole 
land is before you; go -and cliooso a 
homestead wlierevcr you will." Hut 
it is altogether too nmcb like " look- 
ing for a needle in a haystack." Tlie 
• would-be settler is very apt to docliiio 
so excessively liberal an offer. If we 
look abroad we do not find other coun- 
tries adopting such a course. No con- 
siderable scheme of settlement has 
ever been carried out in tliis loose 
• fashion. In the neighlioring Eejuilj- 
lic, in tho other Provinces of the Do- 
minion, the surveyor has always pre- 
ceded the settler. In all the pre-emp- 
tion and in all the free gi-ant schemes, 
the base lines have been located and 
jUie allotments defined before sending 
the immigrant in search of a home- 
stead. Not only has this been done, 
but jilans of the district so laid out, 
together with such information as the 
siu"veyo?'s field notes supplied, were 
placed in the Land Oflico, where a 
complete record of lands taken ujj and 
lands still open was kept. By this 
means the man in search of a home- 
stead could obtain such information 
and directions before starting as would 
render the task a comparatively easy 
and inexpensive one. No one will ])re- 
tend to say that such guides and infor- 
mation are les.s necessary to tlie intend- 
ing settler in British Cohunbi.-i than tliey 
are in the other countries alluded to. 
On the contraiy, they are greatly more 
necessary here. In fact, it is vain to 
expect tho countiy to bo settled uji 
•without the use of some such means. 
Doubtless a few straggling settlers will 
take hold. Wo have seen men jieue- 
trato the trackless teiTa incognita and 
i. plant a liomo whicli has, in some in- 
etancos, become the nucleus of a settle- 
ment. ■ But fourteen years' experience 
in .this sort of sUp-shod system { V) ought 
to b© sufficient to convince all thinking 
"piSsonB that it will not answer. The 
present is not the time to launch out 
in the work of actual survey; for the 
.jlJermB of Union to some extent tram- 
mel our hands, in so far as dealing 
■with the public lands is concerned. 
But tho present is the proper time to 
l)repare for action. The trammels re- 
fen'ed to are of a merely temporary 
nature. They will disappear next year 
with tho location of the route of the 
Canada Pacific Railway. It is none too 
Koon, therefoi'o, to set about tlie im- 
portant work t)( fi'aming and maturing 
a scheme by which the public lands of 
the Province shall be surveyed and 
free homesteads placed in tho liands 
of those wlio will alone; turn Uu; soil to 
its legitinuite use. Tlie iinjn-ession lias 
gone forth that British Cohnnlua is 
not, and can never be, an agricultural 
C(junti'y. "Without, pausing to discuss 
tlu) prt)por dciinition of tlie l(.'rni, we 
will say, without fear of successful 
contradiction that, although British 
Columbia may never become a large 
exporter of agricultural productimis, 
she has at least within herself the 
m^ans of supporting a iiopulation of 
between two and three millions. This 
much may safely be said in respect of 
what is known. The unknown wo lea\ c 
to tho future. A proper suiwey and i 
practical and liberal land system will 
alone dispel the false inipression which 
appears to have gone abroad. These 
alone will enable British Columbia to 
attract and absorb that pojmlation for 
which she is pining, and for the well- 
bieing of which she possesses sucIi 
ample moans. To accomplish this is 
not the work of a day. A complete re- 
oonstniction of the Lands Dopaiimont 
will be nocessai-y. A staff of efliciont 
Hurveytn-s must bo organizod. It may 
bo said that all tliis will involve alarge 
expenditure of money. Not nocossari- 
Jy Iftr^6r The ftdrainistration of the 



LaricK"I)epaitineni'n.eed not co'sfc miioh' 
more, if any more, to" be worked 0M- 
ciently than it has cost m the past, is- 
costing, now, to be worki^d inefficiently. 
The survey of the publior. lands' should 
be canied out on the contra<^t -principle 
as in the other Provinces, and, wejbe- 
hevo, in the United States, at so many 
cents per acre. With proper and econ- 
omical management, these recommen- 
dations need involve no groat charge 
ujion the public revenue; and, then, 
there is the consoling reflection that 
money judiciously expended ia this way 
is like seed cast into good soil. It will 
return to the public treasury an hun- 
dred, if not a thousand fold. Tho sub- 
ject is one which must press itsolf ujiou 
the attention of the Executive.

This 
morning the PhcDnix Firo Comi)any, 
from Eavenna, came doAvn and played 
on the fire for some time Avithoiit ap- 
parently aecompli.shiug nundi good, 
but tinally succeeded in neitrly jiutting 
it out. The o)-igin of the lire, it seems, 
waR a stove or furnace used at the 
bottom of the slope for the purpose of 
removiug foul air. By some means 
unknoA\Ti to any, the timbers took fire. 
The compiiuy is severly censured for 
neglecting to siidc a shaft througfh 
wliich tlio minors could retreat in cases 
of emergency. It Avill be alu-avy liiian- 
cial loss to the company, and it is fear- 
ed Avill liave a tendency to intimidate 
tliem in (Extending this neAV enteiiDiise 
as anticipated. 
Tliis has been a BorroAvful Fourth of 
July to the people of this part of the 
country, and altogether one of tlic 
greatest calamities that occurred in 
our midst. Thousantls of persons are 
at tho scone and the greatest excite- 
ment prevails. John H. Hutchiugs is 
on tho ground doing all he can to ex- 
podiato Avork. 

Later. — The fire has ceased. Seven 
bodies have abeady been removed, 
Avhich are so badly burned and charred 
as scarcely to bear recognition. Three 
men and a boy are in yet. No hopes 
are entertained that they will be taken 
out alive. 



Rici.iriioN AND !Masonuy. — A Jlasouie 
trial occured at Washington, 111., (ho 
object of Avhich, on tlie part of the 
prosecution, Avas to test whether an 
iiilidel could x)roperly be a Mason. Dr. 
Nichols, a prominent free-thinker of 
the place, was tho accused. He Avas 
charged Avitli "uu-Masonio conduct," 
ill "disbelieving- the Scri])tures of (bid." 
The Hpecifications wr-i-e Inielly that lie 
had sjiokeii of tho Bible as "a make- 
up of unreasouablo, incrocliblo stoiies" 
that he hail avoAved "unbelief in God 
and the Bible," find AVas iiulustrioii.sly 
engaged in tiie promulgal ion of intidel 
' sentiments ns taught by Voltaire, 
Thomas Paine and B. F. Fiiderwood." 
The specifications Avcre admitted by 
tlie accused, but the cliarg-e of "iiii- 
Masonic conduct" was strictly contest- 
ed on the ground that IMasi'uiry does 
lint reiiuire belief in the Jewish oi- 
t;iiristian Seriptun;. or the immortality 
of the soul aw (piidilicatious for meiu- 
ber.shi]5, and does not, and has no 
right to ask a member Avhether lie be- 
littves iu tlu! God of tho Bilile or of the 
Shasta, of tlio .Senda Vesta or the 
Koran; AvlK-thev his \ iews regai'ding 
the unknowable correspond with 
.Mosos, or Paine, or Fitchie, or Paley, 
or Herbert Sjiencer; whether his leii- 
gioii isdudaisni or Christianity, Ibnl- 
dliism ()rP)al)isin,T]ieisnior Pantheism. 
15. F. Fiiderwood, the inlidel lecturer. 
e<.li,liicted the defeiice. After a leiiglhy 
trial a vote of the lodge was taken and 
the accused was pronounced "not 
guilty" of tho charge. As this, was 
considered ii test case, those who look 
upon Msoiiary as a Christian institu- 
tion rather regret the decision, Avliile 
.Masons of free-thiidcing proclivities re- 
gard it as a favorable "sign of tlie 
times." 

KriiMAUiNi.: Goi.n-MiNiNci.— -On the 
northern shores of California ilu>sea 
beach lias extensive ranges of goUlen 
sands Avhich have been Avorked for yeai-s, 
and yet annually produce considerable 
amounts of gold, remarkable for purif v. 
The sand is black, and contains titaiii- 
feroiis iron and visible particles '.if gold. 
Those who have worked these beaches 
have found that the sauds grow richer 
t li(> further the breakers were penetrat- 
ed, and life boats that sounded in six 
to ten fathoms lieyond found that the 
sandy bottom still richer in gold of 
roniarkable brightness. This lias lo i 
to the conclusion that tlier(! are sub- 
marine beds of golden sands much 
.liiiher than those that havo been ex- 
posed; and the Alta Onlifornia say.s tliat 
tlie Faeilic Submarine Ex]iIoring Com- 
pany is about to em]iloy the same Icind 
of diving bell Avhieh has been so suc- 
cessfully used at Hell Gale for tiie 
collection of the deposits Avhitili .ni e 
supposed to lie off the coast beneatli the 
Avaters of the Pacific.
